PRESENTIMENT OF DEATH. 


Instances of strong presentiment are 


by no means uncommon, but I have 
never heard of any thing more striking 
than the following. 


Lieut Stuart had been many years in 


the service, and had for some time com- 
manded 
the 3Seaflower. 
a beautiful 


prize brig of war, well known on the 
Lisbon station in 1812, Sec. where she 
was principally employed in conveying 
Government freights. 
He was after- 


wards appointed to the Harlequin, of 
eighteen guns, on the Newfoundland 
station ; this appointment was given 
him with a view to his promotion — 
Poor fellow, if he was not promoted, he 
was at any rate provided for. 


He was first Lieutenant of the little 


vessel, and during the time he held this 
station, was distinguished by that gen-

terly unable lo afford the least assist- 
ance to others. 
The collection of peo- 


ple at the funeral to-day was very great 
and solemn. 
At the close of the ser- 


vice the bereaved father rose, and while 
bowed clown under the heavy weight 
which had been laid upon him, blessed 
God for the consolation that he was 
slill allowed to enjoy. He said he trust- 
ed that his three daughters who had 
been so suddenly removed from 
him, 


were all of them truly pious ; they had 
often been united with him in the wor- 
ship of God on earth, and he hoped yet 
lo join with them in everlasting adora- 
tion and praise before his throne in 
heaven. 
He uttered not a murmuring 


word ; but exhibited the same spirit as 
did Eli of old, who said, "it is the Lord, 
let him do as seemeth him good."— 
Blessed be God that we may hope it 
was so. and that those piercing cries of 
father.' fuf/ier ! when it was impossible 
for their earthly parent to help .them, 
were mercifully regarded by their fath- 
er in heaven, who undoubtedly termi- 
nated their bodily sufferings, and recei- 
ved their liberated spirits lo the bosorn 
of eternal love and consolation. 
And 


from those ashes and fragments too, 
we may hope that forms shall yet a- 
rise, w h i c h shall bloom in immortal 
youth.

yer him. 
He did not survive more 


than five minutes, notwithstanding ev- 
ery assistance & attention was prompt- 
ly rendered him by the stage-passen- 
gers and his fellow wagoners.

were in the stage four ladies, five chil- 
dren and four gentlemen, who were all, 
for a few minutes, in the most perilous 
situation.

ver is David Hose, and that of the per- 
son killed, John Hunter, a single man, 
and who has lately resided near Youngs- 
town, in Westmoreland county.- 
ford Gazette.

WASHINGTON, April 14. 


The Senate, yestesday. in Commit- 


tee of the Whole, went into the consid 
oration of the General Appropriation 
15111. 
The amendment moved by Mr 


Forsyth on the preceding day was with- 
drawn. 
Mr. Miller then moved to 


strike out the appropriation for an out- 
fit for a Minister to France in the room 
of Mr. Rives, who is about to return 
home. 
There was a considerable dis- 


cussion on this motion. 


It was contended on one side that the 


appropriation would be giving a legis- 
lative sanction to the appointment of a 
Minister during the recess ol'Congress, 
and that, if a contingency should arise 
in which it would be necessary to ap- 
point a Minister, there was a contin- 
gent fund, which was bufiicient for the 
payment of the outfit.

gent fund could not be properly appli 
ed to this object, and lhat a refusal to 
make the appropriation would be re- 
ceived as a suggestion that the Senate 
did not wish lhat a Minister should be 
sent to France.
